own in the final settlement. At 
Brest-Litovek her civilian delegat 

spoke in similar terms; professe 
their desire to conclude a fair peace 
and accord to the peoples with whose 
fortunes they were dealing the right 
to choose their own allegiances, But 
action accompanied and followed 
the profession. Their military mas- 
ters, the men who act for Germany 
and exhibit her purpose in execution 
proclaimed a very different con- 
clusion. We cannot mistake what 
they have done—in Russia, in Fin- 
land, in the Urkaine, in Rumania. 
The real test of their justice and 


They are en- 
joying in Russia a cheap triumph, 
in which no brave or gallant nation 
can long take pride. A great people, 
helpless by their own act, lies for 
the time at their mercy. Their fair 
professions are forgotten.

LIBERTY BONDS YOUR BEST BET. 


by our government since the United States took up arms to battle 

to the finish for the principles and rights that America has come to 
hold sacred and dear, is again in full swing. Another marshalling and mob- 
ilization of dollars has begun. Again has come the bugle call for those who 
stay at home to help to the limit of their ability to finance the mighty con- 
flict that must be waged by the finest and bravest of our land on foreign 
soil before free America and her ideals can ever again be safe. Again has 
come the opportunity for all Americans to show that they are made of the 
same kind of stuff as the men who are meeting the bestial enemy face to 
face on the blood-soaked fields of France. Again the privilege is ours of 
proving by our acts that we intend to back up to the limit the precious sac- 
rifice that is being offered by our sons and brothers, and that we propose 
to carry out our, the lesser end of the tremendous national responsibility, 
with a determination equaling theirs who are dying to make men free. 

Uncle Sam needs $3,000,000,000 this time. He has calculated his re- 
quirements and made his estimates and that is what it will take to carry out 
plans now mapped ahead for whipping the Hun. He actually requires much 
more, but the rest is being taken care of by various forms of taxation. Three 
billions of dollars must be raised by the sale of bonds. That is all that 
America needs to know or asks to know. “How much?" is the only ques- 
tion. The army and navy programme must be backed up, the onslaught of 
the modern Attila and his hordes must be stopped, regardless of cost in mere 
money. 

California, Washington, Oregon, Utah, Idaho, Nevada and Arizona are 
asked among them to take up $210.000,000 of the huge issue. Each county 
and each city in these States has its quota. Los Angeles must subscribe to 
$23,000,000 worth of bonds. Needless to say, all this has been carefully 
studied out and the responsibility apportioned as equably as possible. No 
town, no city, no county, no State of the great West must fail of its quota. 
The government is absolutely relying upon the country to respond now, even 
as it responded to the two other appeals. 

II. 

HE administration and Congress have shown wisdom in their method of 
raising the enormous amounts needed to conduct warfare on the mod- 
ern scale. America is fighting today not only for the very lite of the 

republic, but for the peace, liberty and security of future generations. It 
is fair and right, therefore, that the children of those who today sustain the 
nation in its hour of peril should be asked to pay a portion of the money- 
price with which their priceless heritage of safety and freedom is in these 
trying times being purchased. The precious blood that is now being spilled 
on the altar of patriotism cannot be recompensed in money now or ever, and 
it is a little thing after all that the people of a generation hence are being 
asked to do in meeting a share of the financial cutlay made necessary by this 
war of national self-defense. 

On the other hand, the government is showing sound judgment in not 
throwing all or even the greater portion of the burden of financing the war 


on the taxpayers of the future. It would not do to place too heavy a mort- 


gage on the generation of tomorrow. Were this to be done, the full benefits 
of the mighty blood and money sacrifices of today would be lost or at least 
unnecessarily postponed. The people of the country are paying extra for 
all things that may by any reasonable interpretation be classified as war-time 
luxuries, and this is right and just. By this means great sums of money are 
being diverted daily to the national war fund. Some of the taxes of a more 
direct character on incomes and earnings of individuals and corporations 
have hit rather hard at the economical life and structure of the country, but 
America hasn't heard much yelling about it. 

The thought of the men over there going through fiery hell to beat back 
the foe and the others feverishly training in army camp and cantonment to 
crush out in blood the terribly powerful and threatening menace of Prus-

ROM the direct war taxation of the moment there is, of course, no 
F escape. There should be another compulsion, a compulsion born of 
patriotism, pride, fidelity and loyalty, which would bring every mother's 
son and daughter to purchase, to the point of actual temporary financial pinch- 
ing. the bonds,of this third Liberty Loan. Again comes the test of what 
America really has it in her heart to do toward backing up the soldiers and 
sailors who are going forth to fight and to die in America's and humanity's 
cause. Even were there not in this particular case considerations of prac- 
tical expediency, considerations so practical as to sober all who think, 
it would still be true that it is what the individual voluntarily and in secret 
caucus with his own soul and conscience chooses to do that makes him noble 
or base. If this loan falls short (something inconceivable in the light of 
present events in Europe.) it will simply be because a great number of in- 
dividuals in the aggregate have made up their minds, each after his own 
fashion of selfish reasoning, that one bond purchase more or less isn't going 
to affect the result of the campaign. Small souls find lodgement in “small” 
men and women as well as in those whom the community looks up to as “‘big.”’ 

This editorial might well end here. What more reason for investing in 
Liberty Bonds could a real American ask for than that it was the right, 
the decent, the patriotic thing to do? There remain, however, what might 
be called the “intensely practical’ arguments. 

The Liberty Bonds are such a good investment that to buy them under 
any conceivable circumstances is really to make no sacrifice worth men- 
tioning at such a time as this. The new issue bears 4'4 per cent. interest 
and has back of it a security amounting to $250,000,000,000, based on 
the estimated wealth of the United States. It is one kind of security that 
isn't going to fail its possessor in any emergency save the complete defeat 
and overthrow of the United States by the Kaiser, and those who buy Liberty 
Bonds are saying by their action that no such event as this is going to take 
place as long as there & a dollar to back the last man who will stand up and 
fight the Hun. Security, a good interest rate and convertibility more certain 
than that attaching to any other investment in the world make the bonds a 
good “buy” for anybody's money, even were there no other consideration. 


IV. 

ND there is a reverse side to this attractively practical consideration 
that is calculated to make thinking people shudder. For the Ameri- 
can people to fail to purchase this $3.000,000,000 bond issue would 

be to take a first and long step toward national suicide at the most critical 
moment in our history. If the beasts of Berlin succeed in their plan to 
overrun France and put Britain out of the war, the United States will be 
at their mercy for years if not for all time to come. Three billion dollars 
is but a drop in the bucket to what the Prussian would exact and get from 
this country if he were ever able to bring the full force of his military ma- 
chine against America. In the long run America might win, probably would 
win. On the other hand, she might not, so far ahead is the Prussian in every 
preparation for waging warfare. The question is not who would win in the 
long run. It is absolutely certain that the Hun would win at first and that 
would suffice to spell financial ruin for the United States, and personal dis- 
aster to everybody in the country. 

In possession of New York City, Boston, Philadelphia and Washington, 
the Hohenzollern Attila would make America pay ten times $3,000,000,000 
under threat of immediate destruction of these cities and then, in char- 
acteristic disregard of all agreement, would probably give full sway to his 
barbarous inclinations by destroying them. Instead of investing $3,000,- 
000,000 in Liberty Bonds, the people of America would be buying $30,000, - 
000,000 in indemnity bonds and there would be nothing voluntary about 
it. A sum so huge as to stagger the comprehension would have to be 
raised instantly and every piece of property, every business, evéry industry, 
every person, rich and: poor, would be compelied to give up ten times more 
than he is now being asked to invest in good securities, and that, with a 
devastating war on American soil only started. Before the world was 
plunged into the present war such a statement would have been considered 
far-fetched.

Therefore I entphasize the subject

A national culture cannot 
be realized unless, within the na- 
tion, a. sympathetic spirit is exhib- 
ited toward all its intellectual ef- 
forts. Any lasting achievements in 
American life will be rendered dif- 
ficult wnless we exert a patriotism 
which will also give strength and en- 
couragement to the educational, ar- 
tistic, literary and scientific ambi- 
tions of our men and women. 

When we neglect our artists and 
writers and institutions, and give 
our appreciation and encouragement 
to foreign achievements which are 
no more deserving than our own, we 
are doing our country an irreparable 
injury; we are, in a way, as disloyal 
as if we gave our political sympathy 
to a foreign power. We are taking 
away from our own men that sup- 
port and assistance without which 
no truly great work can be accom- 
plished. We are combating the 
ideals of our com with the 
most deadiv of weapons—indif- 
ference. We are putting obstacles 
ir. the path of national ambition. 
And we are depriving American 
idealiem of the nourishment which 
it needs in order to thrive. 

Without meaning to be so, Amer- 
ica is in many ways disloyal to her 
men and women. Our magazines 
give space to the works of foreign 
authors when contributions equally 
good could be obtained at home. 
Our musicians do not have the sup- 
port they deserve. Our theatrical 
managers produce plays by foreign 
dramatists when better plays by 
Americans are available. Publishers 


| constantly reject books by American 


writers and issue inferior works 
from Europe. Our collectors pay 
large prices for modern paintings by 
foreian artists and refuse to buy, at 
any price, more genuinely artistic 
pictures by Ame painters. And 
in many similar ways we withhold 
encouragement from those who are 
striving for a national ideal. 

France is the most cultured nation 
in the world today. Her artistic and 
intellectual attainment is the won- 
der of our times. She has perhaps 
produced more great modern men 
than any other country. And this 
is due in no small degree to the in- 
tense loyalty of the Frenchman for 
all his national tnetitutions. In 
every department of the nation's in- 
tellectual life there ts manifested a 
deep and widespread sympathy. No 
man can struggle for an ideal in 
France without appreciation. The 
encouragement of national enter- 
prise is an instinct in the French- 
man’s character. And what is the 
result? France sets the cultural 
standard of the world. 

The same principle appiies to 
every other nation. Appreciation 
and loyalty form the only soil from 
which great national achievements 
can spring. We of America have a 


‘plain duty to ourselves and to our 


country; and that duty is the active 
encouragement of American achieve- 
ment. Too long have we neglected 
the efforts of our own countrymen 
in their struggle for intellectual in- 
dependence. High accomplishments 
can spring only from need and self- 
confidence and appreciation; and 
just so jong as we hold back our loy- 
alty and sympathy, just so long will 
we retard the intellectual growth of 
which we are capable. Not until we 
show a full-hearted sympathy for 
the struggles of our creative work- 


ers will we bring forth the best that |" 


is in us. Not until we patronize 
American institutions and give our 
support to American attainment will 
we develop a fruitful national con- 
sciousness. Not until then will our 
loyalty be without blemish.

The charging of an admission fee 
to theatrical entertainments was not 
a money-making scheme in its ori- 
gin, according to Robert Mantell. 

“The first fee of which I can find 
trace.” says Mr. Mantell, “was 
charged for witnessing dramas in 
the great stone theater in Athens. 
The Greek ter at this period 
was a religio institution support- 
ed by the state. The admission in 
the beginning was free. But so 
great were the crowds that thronged 
the theater that a number of serious 
accidents occurred. 

“In order to regulate the size of 
the crowds, the authorities decreed 
an admission fee of 2 oblii, equiv- 
alent to about €% cents of our 
money. Even then the great thea- 
ter was crowded from morning un- 
til night during the short season 
each spring. When it is remem- 
bered that this giant theater seated 
20,000 people, it is readily calculated 
that the receipts were enormous. 

“This money, however, was not 
kept by the promoters of the enter- 
prise, nor even as a revenué of the

to elaborate needlework which required 
hours of time and patience to show 
even @ square inch development. Such 
things were all very well yesterday, they 
kept a great many women out of mis- 
chief, but there is too much waiting for 
women to do today, too many things 
more important by far than acres of 
cutwork or miles of buttenholing.

SLEEVES IN THE MAKING-OVER 


ANY an otherwise commonplace 
frock owes all its distinctive- 
ness to an unusual sleeve. Per- 

haps you didn't appreciate that fact 
before. But just take that despair- 
ingly prosaic dress of yours, change 
tte sleeves a bit and ten te one you 
will fall tm love with the whole 
frock.

Get it as clean es it was when it 


left ‘the manufacturer. This means 
body, top, running gear, engine and 
every part. Polish thoroughly. Doh’t 
leave a apeck of dust or dirt any- 
where. Shine the “whole shebang.” 

Having cleaned it most exacting- 
ly, go over the body for loose bolts, 
missing nuts and other things which 
cause ratties. Tighten up the body 
connections everywhere to the limit, 
making any replacements needed. Do 
a good job of this and get your re- 
ae in the absence of rattles and 
no 

Clean and polish your engine, 
statter housing, generator housing, 
springs, transmission case, clutch 
and such parts. Use kerosene and 
gasoline. Let there be no dirt or 
rust anywhere. 

If your engine is noisy with loose 
bearings or connecting rods, have 
your service man take down the en- 
gine, refit the main bearings, take up 
rod bearings and look over the cyl- 
inders. If the last-named are badly 
scored, have them rebored. When 
this is done a new piston ring should 
be fitted. 

BE CAREFUL. 

But if your engine is sufficiently 
smooth so not to need a visit to the 
repairman, you might clean out all 
the carbon and grind the valves 
yourself. Be careful in inspecting 
vaives. See that warped heads, torn 
stems and guides are replaced.

OW the stock model Jordan 
sport-marine came into exist- 
ence is told by Bob Weaver, 

vice-president and general manager 
for 8. F. Seager & Co., distributors 
of the Jordan and the Grant six 
cars. 

“At the factory they will tell you 
that Edward 8&8. Jordan is a ‘nut’ on 
the subject of exclusive models— 
models that will suit the taste of 


discriminating purchasers of cars. 
When he turned out the Jordan 
sport-marine he touched a popular 
chord. It is about the most popular 
model we have ever sold. 

“Jordan, it seems, one day last 
year dropped into a Broadway sales- 
room in New York to look at a spe-

TRUCK EXECUTES RUN ON 
“CROOKEDEST RAILROAD.” 


QUIPPED with flanged wheels 
and loaded to more than 
capacity a White  two-ton 
truck has successfully made a run 
over the Tamalpais and Muir Woods 


j Railway, known as “the crockedest 


railroad in the world,” according to 
information received by O. R. Ful- 
ler of the White Auto Company, dis-. 
tributor of the White in Southern 
California. 

The road, which is eight and one- 
fifth miles long, has grades which 
average between 5 and 7 per cent. 
and it is claimed the longest piece 
of straight track is 413 feet. In this 
short distance there are 281 curves, 
one of which is cf $0 dezg., within 
a seventy-foot section.

Then again, the shrinking 
of wood insulation when it dries 

and the swelling when it ie wet can- 
ot be avoided. 

“This. makes it ry to wet 
before placing it in qhe battery, and 
tt should never be lowed to dry; 
but that unfortunately is a practical 
impossibility. Therefore all storage 
batteries using wood insulation 
must be shipped and stored with the 
electrolyte in the battery; which 
means deterioration before the bat- 
tery is actually placed in service.

would be a serious lack of feed, if it were 
not for the fact that food conservation goes 
hand in hand with food production on this 
schoo] farm. Not a lettuce nor cabbage 
leaf, a beet top nor a potato peeling goes to 
waste. There is no garbage can here, for 
what cannot be utilized as food for some 
of the atock is converted into compost, and 
so retugned to the soil. 

An ample garden supplies vegetables for 
every day in the year. On a sunny south 
slope winter rhubarb, green onions, lettuce, 
cabbage, beets, potatoes, beans and peas 
are found In a neverending succession. 
The early summer garden was put in before 
the rains came this spring, and it is now 
from a month to six weeks ahead of those 
planted after the rains. 

Sugar beets find a place in the garden, 
but they are no lofiger fed to the kine, but 
are used to make syrup for the table and 
for use in cooking and making candy.
